You like- 
wiſe ſawe and ſuffered the Emperour to chaſtiſe him 
from Bohemia; and thercin you (hewed an aR of Iu- 
tice , which celebrates your fame to all Europe; but 
if your Maicſtic permit him foreuer ro ruine him,and 
abſolutely to Deprive him of his and his Childrens 
Patrimony,that will be a Diſhonourable teſtimony of 
too great diſreſpe&t, 8& want of affection in your Ma- 
ieſtic as being their Father, and of roo much feare and 
puſilanimity as being a Great and Potent Kingz and 
this will not onely blemiſh but eclipſe it to all the 
world, Doe I ſpeake of Diſhonour, O then I beſeech

Court of Parliament , muſt and will remember , 
that your Majeſtic proteſted unto them ſolemne- 
lie, That (eyther by Treatie, or by the Sword ) 
you would cauſe the Pa/latynart to bee refiored, 
though to the hazard of your owne Kingdomes : Or 
tt your memorie (which in all other ations is exquaſir 
and cxccllent) ſhould forget your promilc in that 
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poynt; yet the Iudgements and underſtandings of your 
Maieſties ſubie&ts are more then aſſured and confident, 
that your Royall penne affirmed it to your Printer , and 
he to us in your Declaration, whereof looke how manie 
thouſand Beokes there are extant , ſoc many witneſſes 
(withour exception) there will remaine againſt your 
Maicſtie,that you onely made that promiſe and protefta- 
tion purpoſely to breake ir; For till they ſee the contrary, 
the moſt loyall and faithfull of them will never belecue it, 
fith your Majcſtie may performe it but will nor, and fith 
at your pleaſure you haue the meanes, both to humble 
the pride,and ro ſcourge the power of the Emperour,and 
to make the Duke of Bavaria repent with blood ard 
reares, for his inſatiable Ambition and Viurpation , in 
vſurping and bercaving the Pallatynate from your 
Children. 

And becauſethe affayres of the World (reſembling 
the ebbing and flowing of the Sca) are ſtill ſubie& ro 
revolution & change, and onlie conſtant in unconſtancie, 
as alſo that (Ewrip;des ſaith) good is never ſeperated 
from Evill, and that it is impoſſible for vs tos avoyde 
misfortunes or aducrſe accidents —_ Plnarque tels 
ns, that Proſperitic is ſtill cranſirofie, never Permanent. 
Soe I beſeech your Maieſtie to confider , that if uppon 
anyunexpected Accident, youſhou!ld breake and hauc 
Warres eyther with France, Spayoe, or the Netherlands, 
what a braue aſiſtance of German Reiſtres, you should 
ſill have at your Commannd from the Count Pallatyne 

our Sonne in Lawe, ofhis Subiefs and Friends, ithee 
had agayne the Commaund of his Countrye , and al{ce 
B, 
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were as viſible and tranſparent as /alizs Drs/as wiſhed his 
houſe; Then ( notwithſtanding ) all theyr veluzte wordes 
and filken proteſtations and vowes) your Maicſtie 
ſhould ſee without perſpeFive or ſpeRacles, that the 
moſt retyred Article, and fecret myſteric of theyr Kinges 
Commiſſion to themis ; To giue theyr /»nfartato our 
liluſtrious aud famous Prince Charles, bur infaliblic with 
this prouiſo and reſcrvation, ſtill to keepe the Pallatynat 
tor the behoofe and uſe of the King theyr Maſter ; And 
what elſe doe all theſe ſeuerall Ambaſſadours in England, 
and whervnto tend all theyr ſcuerall legations, but onlic 
toconceale the Ill which is, and to _ the Good 
which iy not, in the dofignes and refolutions of the King 
theyr Maſter ; For in all theyr Treaties and Negotiations 
with your Maieſtic and your myniſters, what doe th 

elſe but purpoſlie play theyr prizes, in praQtiſing theyr 
cheefeſt invention, Arte, and skill, to procraltinatethe 
reſtitution of the Pallatynar, making everic days pro- 
duce newe Difficulties and Evafions, till in the end 
they have made the Cure worſe then the Diſeaſe, and 
which (without che helpe and affiftance of your 
Maieſties ſword )will veric ſhorelie prouc incurable, and 
meerlic Phyfique after death ; For the Emperour, the 
King of Spayne, and the Archdutcheſſc, doe onlic fecd 
your Maieſtie with the emptic ayre ofhoapes, and with 
the bitter ſweet ſugar of maine flattering and falſe 
promiſes, that they will reftore the Pallatynatto the 
Prince your ſonne in Lawe, whiles they in the meane 
ryme { with as much treackcrie as filence ,) doc heerby 
o1'ic gaynetyine( in working and procuring theyr owne 
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ends) to repayre and renewe the fortifications of that 
Country, til in the end they (like Molewarps) haue 
therein taken firme footing, and made thoſe Cjtics' and 
Caſtles which were eafic to ſubdue, become difficult, 
and the difficult impregnable; For the King of Spayne 
playes the PraQtike with your Maicſtic, whiles you 
profeſſe tize Theortero him; yougjve him contemplation 
for ation, hee retuines you aCtion tor contemplation; 
for whiles you are entertaining and flattering your 
thoughts with hoape, hee and his Factor the Duke of 
Bavaria, hath crowned his hoapes and front with the 
Lawrclls of the Pallatynat , that dainty peece and rich 
and bcautitu!l Prouince of Europe; neyther is it your 
Maieſtic alone, but the French King likewiſe, who hath 
giuen too confident an eare to the Syrex tuncs , and 
charmes of Spaijne z for whiles their praftiſes and 
machynatiens threw him to a pernicious & facriligious 
Warre againſt his owne Proteſtant ſubie&s, then Spayne 
recouered the Ya/tolyne, and defloured the Fortes and 
aſſages of the Grifons, and whiles he (by his Gondomar) 
foils d your Maicſtic aſl:epe with ehe melodie of the 
Match,then hee finiſhed the Conqueſt of the Pallatynar. 
Only your Majeſties diſhonour herein is farre greater 
then that of the French King z becauſe his remiſneſle 
permitted but his Confederates to bee ruyned , but your 
Maicſtie, your Confederate your Sonne in Lawe , your 
onlic Davghter his wite, and their Royall poſteritic, 
Thus as the Cyclope Polepbemus devoured his paſſengers 
oneakter another, ſoc doth the King of Spayne eatc. up 
whole Countries and Prouinces. And wherero ae. 
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thus be contented with Droflſe for Golde, with shame 
for Honnor, and fedde with verball promiſſes in ſtced of 
reall performances; For your Majeftic knowes(and your 
Subjects are not ignorant)that Carlele_, Briitoll, Belf a, 
and we7ton, have ſpent infinite much, and ver gotten juſt 
nothing from the Emperour,by theyr (euzrall legations 
as alſo that that which they ſpent abroade, and your 
Majeſtic at home, in Entertaynments, Feaſts,and Guifts, 
on the Emperours, the King of Spaynes, and the 
Archdutcheſss Ambaſſadours , would undoubredlie 
haue reconquered the Pallatynat , and what is this', bur 
their malicious and pernicious pelicie to drayne your 
Majeſtic purſe drie, and to exhauſt your Exchequer; 
therby purpoſlie ro clippe the winges of your Courage, 
power, and reſolution, from flying to the reftoration 
of the Pallatynat ; Neyther shall your Majetie have juſt 
cauſe to accept againſt mee , for heere joyning the _— 
. of Spayne with rhe Emperonr in the Detention thereof; 
ſith their ſwordes and forces xquallie Conquered ir, or 
if not the King of Spayne-( as vulgar beleeue) for the 
Emperour, yet undoubtedly the Emperour and Duke of 
Bavaria ( as the cl-ere(t fighted knowe ) for the King of 
Spayn; becauſe uppon the whole the Emperour is mere 
the King of Spaynes ſervant and creature , then the 
Duke of Bavaria is the Emperours, and therfore that it is 
rather more to bee fearcd then doubted , that as he tut 
tooke Aix and wee/ell for the Emperour , andever (ince 
keepes them for himſclte; that right ſoc hee intends to 
deale with the Pallatynat; and if your Majeſtic vwould 
Þut turne your backe to Spayne, and your eyes to the 
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Pallatynat , you will then confime my opinion, whereas 
(with a feartull jelovſie )I apprehend, that rurning your 
backe to the Pallatynar , and your eyes to Spayne, you 
may peradventore paſsionatlic oppoſe and contradict 
i ; For as the diſcaſcs andaniquitic of our tymes, and the 
Vanitic of our Natures arc ſuch, as manic tymes wee ſee 
Ambition gives a Laweto Nature, and the ſirongeft 
{word proves moſt commonlie the beſt right and reyure, 
Sec notwithſtanding that the Emperour be puffed v 
with joy and pride tor this .his good ſucceſs, yet the 
King of Spayne thinkes that the Pallatynat is but a debc 
dewe to his Vertue, anda tribute to his Ambition and 
Greatneſse. 

And that your Majeſtie maye the more perfcAlie and 
apparantlie co: fider them deſtindlic or joyntlie, and 
ſoc looke from theyr tongues to theyr hartes, from theyr 
wordes to theyr aions , and from the barke of theyr 
Fricndshippe to the tree of theyr Intcnts; Swarg/embourgh 
from the Emperour, brought onlic Complements but 
noe deeds nor hoapes of reftiturion of the Pallatynat z 
Boſquet from the Archdutcheſs , (under the clogke of 
=. po conſignation ) carricd away Frankendale_, the 
laſt hoftage and pledge of that Prouince ; and laſt of all 
Mexia (with his ſtate:y Embalsye ) pretended from the 
fayd Princeſs, but intended from the King of Spayne, 
came to Comply with your Majeſtic , to make fayre 
weather of all tydes, to kcepe everic byrd in his neaſt,and 
your Majcſtics ſword fi!l ruſting in his ſcabberd; yeaif 
the hartes of nyoce, Mendoza, and Columba, ( whom I 
reverence, and honnor for the honnor of theyr places }

how neceſſary thoſe troupes of Cavalric would bee for 
our Maicſtics ſeruicez eyrther to make or diuert, to 
work or enda warre, Wizreof it Hearie the Ilof 
France (of immortall fame and m:morie) were (till 
living, kee could giue your Maieſtic a true preſident and 
inſtance thereof in himſelfe, when his affayres were foe 
weake and deſperate, as he was inforced to hauz recourſe 
to their aſſiſtance, the which Lewes his Son1e now 
raigning, hath very unkindly denyed, to acknowledge 
and requite to the Count Paatyne your Sonne in Lawe, 
now in the extremitic of this his affayres and afflitions. 
And to aſcend from earthly regards to heavenlie 
Conſiderations ; If all theſe former Motives cannot 
prevayle with yanr Maicſtic, to purchaſe and eff-& his 
deſire, yet laſtly hee hopes that you- will drawe -your 
Sword to performe it, forthat Religions ſake which is 
immediatly gderiucd from God, or for Gods ſake, from 
whome (as from the bleſſed and ſacred Fountayne of all 
Happineſs) all truc Religion hath irs erus byrth, lyke, and 
propagation ; and farre the foonrr hee hopes, that your 
Maicſtic will attempt it with Courage, and proſecute it 
wittreſolution, Sith God hath made your Maicſtie the 
Defender of the Farth, and he and all the Churches of his 
Pallatyna; did, and then agayne will profeſſe the ſame 
Fayth which you Defend, wheras now they are infeftcd 
with the dregges of Idolatrous Poperic, and poluted 
and dcfiled with the myſtes and fogges of prophane 
Superſtition, | 
But Illuſtcious Prince Pallatyne ; becauſe it is a 
diſparable queſtion, wherher thy Courage or Misfortung 
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bee greater z therfore 1 =_ with ſorrow and lamenc 
with Grieſfc to ſee all theſe fayre hopes of thine, foe 
untymlie wyrhered and reduced to nothing, and thou 
haft now tryed to thie prejudice, and fecne to thyne 
owne Wotfull and fatall experience, That hope which is 
buile vppon other mens promifſes, and maintayned by 
forraigne power; proues moſt commonlic ruynous. 

And will not your Maicſtic then bee ſencible, of foe 
fruitlefſe and — of the Prince your Sonne in 
Lawe, which were whollic grounded vppon the ſand of 

our promiſes, as yours are uppon. the ſnowe of the 

mperours and the Kinge of Spaynes, For to repreſent 
you Truth in her naked coul'ers, ( & not in an adulterated 
attyre and tinQare )and foe ro poynt at that poynt of the 
Compaſſe, from whence the contrarie wyndes have 
blowne your Maicſtic all theſe ſeverall rempeſtes of 
diſhonor, and your ſonne in Lawe theſe ftormes of 
adverfitic; hath it not beene your roo much connivencie 
in relying you the deceiptfnll flatterics of the 
Emperour, and your too exceſſiue confidence in truſting 
to the temporiſing promiſes of the King of Spayne 
which hath occaſioned it ; For by their Ambaſladours 
and Letters, have they not depaynred you the reſtitution 
of he Pallatinat ſoc eaſe, as in affurance therof, you 
became paſſionatly reſolute that you had farre [ele 
reaſon to doubt then to beleeue it, And yet to the 
whole world aſwell as ro your owne Subie&s it 
adminiftreth more cauſe of admiration then beleife, to 
thincke that your Maicftie who is the wileſt,& learnedeft, 
yea one of & moſt potent Kings of the world, ſhould 
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this formidable Ambition,power, and greatneſsc of his, 
bur onlic to fill the ſailes of his gloric; Whiles your 
Maieſtic, and orher Ptentates and Princes of Chriſtcn- 
dom: moſt inconfiderately (I may fay shametully) ride at 
Anchor in the Porrtes of falſe ſecuritic , and therefure of 
truc da=ger ; and wherunto rends al' this, but inthe end 
. toaſpirc to the whole Empire of the Weſt, as your 

- Maieſtie heard though would not beteeue, from your laſt 
Aſſemblic of Parliament , which our finnes, and your 
'Encmics, cauſed you to make an intitle but a 
Convention, 

All Europe can beare witnefle of your Maieſties twe 
yeares pious, interceeding 5 and Chriftian endeavours 
and reſolu:ion,to haue the Palatynat reſtored by Treaty, 
and a'though the Emperour hath ſuperficially promiſed 
and the King of Spayne artificially vowed itz yer ftill 
your Maj.ſtic fees contrary effects, and ſtill they fortifie 
the Pallatynat, not for, but againſt the Prince your Sgn 
in Lawe, as ifthey had given a D. finiriue ſentence and 
periode to theyr reſolutions, and made. it an Orthodox 
Article of their Fayth, ſtill ro keepe and never to reſtore 
itto him, or his poſteritie; yea, the Emperour is foe 

lutted with his victories, andthe Duke of Bavaria foe 
Pferced with his good fortunes (in both which the 
King of Spayne infultes with ioye, and trinmph with 
exhilcration) that they are now fo 'farre from thincking 
of reſticution , as they difdaine it 3 Hexandey the Great, 
(whole generofitie was yet farre greater then his fame) 
shewed fuch tcſtimonies of his modcration and 


Magnanimirtic, as hce gaue thoſe whom he ſubdued and 
conquered 
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conquered, more caule to reioyce then repyne at his 
ViRories,yea hee ſhewed infinit Vertue and Charity in 
his power, (and theſe twoc cannoc bee better ſhewen 
then in giving lymicts to power.) Burt it ſcemes the 
Empcrour is continually ſoc inflamed with choller, and 
tranſported wich revenge towards the Count Pallatine, 
your Sonne in Law , as hee is wholly vamindfall cyrher 
of Charity or Vertue, hee mought have added glory to 
his Vietories and Raigne, if his Ambition findin 
proſperous ſucceſſe , could have beene content with 
mealure and moderation ſoc neceſſaric in all Chriſtians, 
and foe requiſit and relucent in Princes z But what or 
why ſpeake | of Charity or Moderation in the Emperor, 
when all the world can teſtific with me , that his quarrell 
is foe implacable, and his malice and revenge foe 
inexorable to the Prince Pallatyne your Sonne in Lawe, 
and che Princes and Nobles of Germany his adhzrents, 
as hec hath given them all juſt cauſe te flye to ſuch 
remedies as diſpayre gives to neceflity , thereby to ſecke 
co preſerue their lyues with their honnors. and their 
honnors with their lyues. And as hoape mought bur 
feare cannot bee capable in them to declyne their valloar 
and courag *z ſoc had they not then reaſon to baniſh 
hoape, when they apparantly ſawe they could hoape for 
nothing but for D:ſpayre in the mercileſſe mercy of the 
Emperour, Hee leaves them ſtill proſcripts, although ie 
had beene farre mere Noble for him (who holdes rhe 
firſt,and nobleſt Rancke of Chriſtendom) rarthcr'to have 
made them taft the fruites of his mercy , then to feele 
the effects of his Indignation;and is ſtill ſo crreconcilable 
©. 
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and vindi&ive, as if hec hath vowed to adopt,and make 
revenge a Verive, and reſolued and fworne , that it ſhall 
be the laſt thing which ſhall dye with: him, 

Neyther cann your Maicfly iuſtly conceyue, that this 
inveterate malice of the Empcrour, and boundleſſc 
Ambition of the King of Spayne, is onely bent ard 
intended againſt the Prince Pallatyne , your Sonne in 
Lawe ; bur likewiſ: (by vertue and reaſon of the ſame 
rue of Vſurparion) againſt your royall Sclfe, Sith wee 
Cann cutta hnger, but wee wound the Arme, nor cutt 
offe an ame, bux wee indanger the whole Body; And 
what doth this Imperious fwallowing downe of the

Give not cauſe O Great Kine, that the malice of the 
Prince your Sonne in Lawes En-mics prevaile aboye 
your pir'y and aff-&ion , not th:ir Vſurpation abouc 
your Iuſtice, and alrhough ſome Spanyb Engliſhmen, and 
Emzg liſh Spaniards, playe the Mercery with you, to bring 
the Argws eyes of your judgement and power a fleepe, 
ſeeming to haue new Myeervs's inc'oled in th:cirbraines, 
thereby to inchant your ſences and to caft your affeion 
and Vnderſtanding into a Lethargie yer. it will bee a iuſt 
and honmorable reſolution for your Maieſty , that in 
regard the Empcrour will affoord noe favour to the 
Count Pallatyne your Sonne , that therefore (according 
the ſence and letter of the fame rule) he deferucs to haue

All the ations of Demeirixs favoured of Royalty, 
and none will ſoe much Reyalize your Raigne, and 
immortalize your Fame, as this of reſtoring your 
Children to their Patrimonie , your famous Predecefſors 
and Progenitors of cither Kingdome, were too generous 
ſencible and Delicate to digeſt or packe vpp the leaft 
affront or injurie whatſorucr , though from the greareſt 
Princes and Porentares of the World , much leſſeſo 
greate a one as is this of the Loſse of your deareſt 
Childrens patrimonic, fiom ſo weake a Prince as the 
Emperour,(whoſe power gives thelye to his forme, and
